partment when Los Angeles 
radio stations go off the air 
during blackout alerts”, is the 
emphatic request made by Up- 
land Chief of Police E. C. Mehl, 
whose comment was made as & 
result of scores of phone calls 
which swamped the police tele- 
phone on Wednesday evening 
when Los Angeles county ex- 
perienced a two-hour blackout.

“At such a time the police wire 
should not be jammed with calls 
asking why the radio stations 
are off the air, if there is an 
alert or when there is going to 
be a blackout,” he declared.

neice of Iceland Saga Told 


By Returned American Service Men 


“It’s swell to be home”, is the 
main theme of a service man re- 
cently returned from _ several 
months’ duty under the midnight 
sun in far-off Iceland, fabled land 
of Viking sagas, bleak shores, 
glacial wastes and a simple but 
rugged civilization, which is be- 
coming better known these days 
to many Americans, who are see- 
ing service there. 

One of these tells of his im- 
pressions of that distant but high- 
‘ly important speck in the north 
| atiantic. However, due to mili- 
tary restrictions his name must 
be omitted. What he is permit- 
ted to tell is very interesting, and, 
though he might not choose to 
live in Iceland, he gives an ap- 
preciative view of a fascinating 
experience. 

STURDY COUNTRY 

Reykjavik, the capitol and larg- 
est city of Iceland, with a popula- 
tion of 12,000, was found to be a 
comparatively modern town. Like 
all of Iceland, sturdiness is the 
keynote of its architecture, its 
culture and its people. In fact, 
the island country presented an | 
interesting combination of mod- 
ernity and the past moulded in an 
old country atmosphere of Scan- 





dinavian descent and influence. 
Amusements offered in the Ice- 
landic capitol were few but di-

verting. The few theatres in the 
town showed pictures which were 
old and most all of them had been 
seen by the fellows before. How-

men in the Philippines is reflected in this letter, written by 
It. Henry G. Lee, Pomona College graduate, to his father, 
mother and sister in South Pasadena, Calif., a letter which 


may well become one of the epics of the World War Il). 


“In the Field” 
Feb, 12, 1942. 
Dear Mother, Dad and Frances: 

This letter may never be delivered. It will go to Cor- 
regidor and there wait for transportation. Perhaps I'll be 
able to cable you before it arrives. “Quien Sabe?”’ 

About the war I ean say nothing. You back home know 
more about it than we do. All we see is our own little 
theater of operations. All I can say is that we are getting 
enough to eat, and that I am at present reasonably com- 
fortable, moderately happy and disgustingly healthy. 

Also, I am proud to be a part of the fight that is being 
made here; and would not, even if it were possible, leave 
here until it is over and we have won, as we inevitably will. 
By ‘‘we’’ I mean my country in general. Bataan may fall, 
but the eventual outcome of the war is fore-ordained. 

I have seen some horrible things happen, and have had 
my share of narrow escapes, but I have also seen some very 
wonderful acts of courage, self-sacrifice and loyalty. At last 
I have found what I have searched for all my life—a cause 
and:a job in which I can lose myself completely and to which 
I é¢an give every ounce of my strength and my mind. And I 
have mentally and spiritually conquered my fear of death. 

Pure animal terror—(a protective emotion cannot be en- 


{ 


\ tirely subdued by the mentality but it can, and has been, 


controlled). 

My prayer each night is that God will send you, who are 
suffering so much more than I am, His strength and peace. 
During the first few days of war I also prayed for personal 
protection from physical harm, but now that I may be given 
strength to bear whatever I must bear, and do whatever I 
must do so that those men under me will have every reason- 
able chance. 

Life and my family have been very good to me-—and have 
given me everything I have ever really wanted, and should 
anything happen to me here it will not be like closing a book 
in the middle as it would have been had I been killed in the 
first few days of the war. For in the last two months I have 
done a lifetime living, and have been a part of one of the 
most unselfish, cooperative efforts that has ever been made 
by any group of individuals. 

Mistakes may have been made—but that has nothing to 
do with the manner in which my comrades on Bataan—both 
Filipino and American—have reacted to their trial by fire. 
If the same selfless spirit were devoted to World betterment 
in time of peace what a good world we would have (and 
“‘Hfow Dull’’ I can hear the younger generation muttering). 

The purpose of this letter is to send you my love and my 
thanks for just being my family. It is written with no so- 
called premonitions. Really, all in all, my chances are pretty 
good. Much better than most of the line officers of my grade 
and age. For, as I told you many times in my letters before 
the war, my particular job—and it hasn’t been changed—is 
about as safe a one as any soldier could have in war time. 

So with all my love to all three of you, T’ll start this let- 
ter on its way. 

“Keep ’em flying’’—WEST! And as the government has 


announced, ‘‘No news is good news.”’

Grier, chairman of the county 
board of supervisors and head of 
the county civilian defense coun- 
cil, honor guest.

explain the organization of coun- | 
ty civilian defense. Cucamonga, 
which is District 3B and Alta 
Loma, District 3A, function direct- 
ly under the Upland control cen- 
ter, which is District 3. \ 

All control centers in San Ber- 
nardino county are connected by 
direct wire to the San Bernardino 
control center, Mr. Grier told 
those present. In the whole coun- 
ty, he emphasized, there is not a 
district which is not connected di- 
rectly with the county headquar- 
ters. In this manner, long dis- 
tance telephone lines do not have 


thus leaving the phone wires clear 
for use of the army, he explained. 

Mr. Grier went on to say that 
each district is so organized that 
in event of disaster of any kind 
from the results of war, fire, flood 
or other cause, the district is self- 
supporting in man power so far 
ag possible.

She 
was given first access to the new 
gowns and other articles as they 
were received and from them she 
selected the sports dress, evening 
gowns, etc., to be displayed, so

Small Orange Growers 
Surrender Rights? 


| ; 

1 NEW ORDER providing for volume regulation, 
or proration, of inter-state shipments of Cali- 
fornia and Arizona oranges has been drawn up 
by the Secretary of the U. S. Department of 

Agriculture and will be presented at a hearing in Pa- 
triotie Hall, Los Angeles, April 13, to determine whether 
or not the order shall be put into effect. . 
Everyone agrees that the old order, which had been 
| in operation for eight years, failed to accomplish prom- 
| ised results. 
| 


Unfortunately, the proposed new order eliminates 
none of the inequities existent or mistakes made under 
the old. Under it, other and worse inequities, abuses 

| and mistakes are possible. 

| 


Orange Distributors suggests that the growers insist 
that it conform to the following recommendations made 
by its Board of Directors :— 


1. We believe that any marketing agree- 
ment and order based on volume is impractical 
and inequitable unless all producing areas in 
the United States are included in the same type 
of regulation. 


2. We are of the opinion that any market- 
ing agreement and order should be approved by 
a secret vote of the individual growers. 

3. If a prorate program is instituted, we 
believe that it should provide for a start and 
stop date of each variety by districts and 
should provide for elimination from fresh fruit 
channels of low grade fruit. 


4. We believe that all fruit shipped should 
be under government inspection. 


5. We favor termination of any marketing 
agreement annually. 


6. : Any marketing policy set up by the 
committee administering the prorate should 
provide for a public hearing before the begin- 
ning of each varietal season, at which time the 
growers may express their opinions as to pol-

Orange Growers Surrender 
Control of Their Industry 


The most striking difference between the proposed 
new order and the old is in the administration machin- 
ery. Control of marketing is taken out of the hands 
of the growers and is placed in the hands of the Sece- 
retary of the U. S. Department of Agriculture, who has 
the power to appoint as manager whom he pleases, and 
to establish his salary at any figure he may desire. " This 
manager is given dictatorial powers, may be exper- 
ienced or not, and he may be sent here from outside the 
state. The order gives this manager the right to use 
the growers’ money, as much of it as he pleases, in any 
manner he desires. The growers have no restraining 
power over his aets or his expenditures. 


Like the old order, the proposed new one is sup- 
posed to serve as a crutch for use in an economic emer- 
gency. No such emergency now exists. Under such 
circumstances why should any group or individual at- 
| tempt to force such regulations upon the industry? 


_All things desirable of accomplishment under pro- 
ration can be accomplished by the industry itself with 
out any cost. As one prominent grower remarked over 
the radio recently: ‘‘This can immediately be achiev- 


| ed by an industry planning committee composed of the 
salesmen who actually sell the fruit.’’

| War Efforts May Disrupt 
| 


This country is at war. Under war conditions no 
volume prorate plan can function according to pre-ar- 
| ranged programs and fruit-movement schedules, which 
| are subject to disruption by priorities given to trans- 
portation of troops, munitions and essential raw ma- 
terials. The most valuable service the Federal Gov- 
| ernment can render to the citrus industry for the dura- 
| tion of the war is to guarantee that cars will be avail- 
|| able to move the fruit and that fruit trains will move 
to market with no delays in schedules, 


; The orange grower’s investment is at stake. He is 
entitled to an opportunity to study any proposed federal 
|| order affecting his investment and to express his opin- 
‘| ions about it through secret ballot where a majority of 
| 75 per cent rules. 


So that the growers might have time to obtain un- 

;| abridged copies of the proposed new order for study 
the Secretary of Agriculture was requested by us to 
postpone the hearing, inasmuch as official notice of the 
hearing and the presentation of the order was not re- 
ceived before March 30. The request was denied.

Fire Damage Is 
Heavy at Upland 
Jr. High School 


(Continued from Page One) 





in getting at what appeared to be 
the principle lodgement of the fire 
under the stairs. Walls and floors 
actually hissed and steamed, while 
| firemen worked in about a foot 
of water in the basement. 

Intense heat from the fire caus- 
ed metal beams to expand, crack- 
ing concrete walls considerably in 
the rear section*of the building, 
which was most seriously dam- 
aged. 

BURNED DURING NIGHT 

It was evident that the fire 
‘must have burned for many hours 
last night... Rear wooden doors of 
the building were all but burned 

through by the time the fire was 
| discoverd by Mr. Cook. Class- 
rooms were heavily sooted from 
the confined smoke, while halls 
were black caverns through the 
building. Contents of student 
lockers also were heavily smoked. 

Soot settled upon flowers in | 
various rooms, making them most | 
| grotesque appearing. Most ironic 
| sight was an arrangement of white 
cala lilies heavily dusted over 
with black soot, forming a very 
spectral apparition. 

Several people this morning re- 
ported smelling smoke during the 
night. About 8 a.m. one attempt 
was made by police to locate fires 
in the neighborhood, but due to 
darkness and fog the small amount 
of smoke escaping was not notice- 
able. It was not until Mr. Cook 
arrived that smoke began to issue 
from the building so as to be read- 
ily seen. 


TOO MUCH HEADWAx 


The junior high school fire is 
gaid to be probably the worst fire 
in Upland in the past 25 years, 
and possibly since the Second ave- 
nue fire about 1913. The great 
amountgof damage was due to the 
many hours headway the fire had 
gained before discovery, and the 
heavy smoke was the cause of 
| heavy damage to walls and equip- 
ment throughout the part of the 
building which ‘escaped the blaze. 

Upland firemen really bit the 
smoke this mornirg in their work 
to bring the blaze under control, 
and were successful in preventing 
more wide spread damage.

PURE SILVER MONEY 

Icelandic money is very inter- 
esting, several specimens of which 
were exhibited. The 10 and 5 
kronen pieces which have a com- 
bined monetary value of $2.25 in 
American exchange, are made of 
pure silver, the 5 kronen piece be- 
ing about the size of an American 
dollar. ‘However, if tourists bring 
these coins into this country, they 
must declare a $25 value on them, 
as the silver in them is worth 
about $30. The 10 krenen piece 
is of such fine silver content that 
it has a ring like the tinkle of a 
pure silver bell. Before the mili- 
tary arrived in Iceland these coins 
were used as a medium of ex- 
change by the island people. But 
the soldiers began buying them 
up and they have practically be- 
come souvenir trade. The coins 
are attractive and have the rug- 
ged appearance of the country 
they represent. 

HOT-COLD COMBINATION
